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An exhibit of mnch interest both to the general visitor and those 
engaged in the trade is that of Messrs. Henry Milward A Sons, 
Washford Mills, Redditch, who have brought together a most repre¬ 
sentative collection of their manufactures, comprising needles and i 
fish-hooks. The stand consists of a handsome glass case in which 1 
the specialities of the firm are displayed to advantage. No little j 
taste and ingenuity have been brought to bear in the design and ■ 
construction of the case, and the feature by which it will particu¬ 
larly catch the eye is the revolving tower, containing panels of 
needles, above which rises another very effective feature, viz., a 
canopy with lights at the back, filled with stained glass, on which 
appears the name “ Milward.” This canopy is surmounted by a 
gigantic model of the Calyx-eyed needle, supporting a shield. 
Joined to this half of the case by a board, is a large slope-top case, | 
carrying a lofty flat-sided show case. The slope-top portion is glazed 
in front and contains a design in fish-hooks reflected in a mirror, 
and another portion is glazed on the front side and contains a large 
gilt mount in which are set a number of panels of needles. This 
is a very handsome piece of work, coming round to the back of i 
which an extensive assortment of 'fishing tackle is to be found 
neatly arranged, and continuing further we come to the large ex- i 


dating from 1730. They have received medals at all the principal 
exhibitions of recent years for the superior quality of their goods, 
which are exported to all parts of the world. 

The Coalport China Company. —Rarely have more beautiful or 
costly pieces of china been sent to any exhibition than those for- 
warded to Chicago by the Coalport Company. Plates, vases, and 
trinket boxes comprise the greater part of this magnificent display. 
A speciality is the chalcedony decoration, which reproduces the hues 
of the agate, and there is a lovely Sevres glaze on the ware, and 
the precious stone appears to have been inlaid. Two graceful vases, 
a present for Princess Christian, are adorned with this scheme 
of decoration. They represent the Elizabethan and Victorian 
periods. The first is beautifully painted with portraits of Queen 
Elizabeth and Shakespeare, and a scene from Hamlet ” on the 
back. The Victorian vase bears portraits of her Majesty and 
Tennyson, and a picture of the poet’s “ Elaine.” Dessert plates 
with pieced patterns and a basket-work lot bear richly painted 
figures in the centre. Almost unique is a “ game ” service, painted 
with birds of every sort, and a fish service to correspond. A tiny 
handbell is of dark blue china thickly decorated with gold. A hand- 



hibit of fish-hooks. The needles exhibited are principally ” Calyx- 
eyed,” and “ Helix.” The former are patent needles threading 
through a slit above the eye, and the latter are needles of the usual 
make and are well known throughout the States. Among the 
needles shown are specimens of those weighing 30,000 to the pound, 
and of all the varieties up to the largest needles for sail-makers, 
upholsterers, mattress-making, packing needles, Ac. There will 
also be found samples of surgical needles, in numerous varieties, 
and those for all kinds of art needle-work and embroidery for Indian 
shawls and fringes. The reputation of the firm as manufacturers of 
fish-hooks is well sustained by the handsome display made at 
Chicago, and the visitor inspecting this stand cannot fail to be 
greatly in forested by the extent and variety of this part of Messrs. 
Mil ward’s exhibits. Specimens of fish-hooks are on view which are 
go minute that 1925 only weigh 30 864 grains troy, and 481,250, 
1 lb. 4 ozs. Hooks of all sizes are shown, from those for catching 
sharks down to the very finest. Machine needles are also included 
in the collection, comprising varieties made for every conceivable 
kind of sewing machine, embracing one hundred different sorts from 
the heaviest needles for stitching sail cloth down to the finest for 
glove sewing. The firm are among the oldest makers and exhibitors 
of needles and hooks iu existence, the establishment of the business

The whole d s- 
plav cannot fail to please and interest the connoisseurs and the 
wealthy buyers of America; while the whole display maintains the 
reputation of this country. 

Messrs. Jeffreys A Co., 64, Essex Road, Islington, London, N., 
will have an important exhibit of their wall papers in the most 
artistic forms, including some fine decorations especially designed 
for Chicago by Mr. Walter Crane, Louis b\ Day. and other well- 
known artists.
